To what is this longevity due? For one thing, 
tiLjLjy££<«LJmflrJ^LjesiUting_ -increase 
in American population of 13 million since 
FefrwH.

Secondly, during the same period 
per capita production and distribution increas- 
ed and consumption of material' goods rose 
sharplv. 

Since the trigger date of Feb. 1. 1961, U.S.

income 35 per cent, retail sales 33 per cent, 
indus trial production 43 per cent, construction 
28 per cent nnd employment 10 per cent. 

Thus the statisticians paint a rosy picture of- 
ithe American economy. However, there nre 
some dark spots. One is the fact that we are 
approaching the limits of manpower and pro- 
ductive capacity and another is the great ex- 
pansion of credit. 

As for the limitations on manpower, econ- 
omists point out that unemployment has been 
cut to 4 per cent and they regard 3 per cent 
as - the irreducible minimum. In fact, among
